It isn’t often that a singer is given 
the opportunity of expressing himself 
other than in song — which is why I 
am so very pleased and excited about 
telling you of my views on Calypso 
music. Although being a singer does 
not necessarily make an adept writer, 
my love of all kinds of music is so very 
strong that I find myself wanting not 
only to sing it, but to speak of it, to 
write about it and perhaps one day 
compose it. 


For the past several years my wife 
Sandy and I have been vacationing in 
the West Indies, which, as you know, 
is the birthplace of Calypso music. It 
was not until I had spent some time 
in the islands that I realized the tre- 
mendous impact Calypso music could 
have on the American public. And, for 
a while, I pondered as to why I had 
never been as stirred or impressed with 
it when hearing it here in the States. 


If I may, I’d like to preface my very 
brief analysis by telling you a little 
of Calypso’s background. The colorful 
natives of the island, while working in 
the fields, in their homes and in their 
shops, create impromptu lyrics relating 
to events taken from their daily living. 
This story or lyric is then set to a driv- 


ing rhythmic undertone, and they can 
be heard singing throughout the day, in 
all places and at all times. 


The lyric telling of their woes or 
joys is deeply felt; the happy tale sees 
them with beaming face and eyes a- 
glow, and the deep emotion they project 
when the story is sad stirs you to the 
core. Their complete sincerity and love 
for this music, the fact they have been 
born and bred with it so much a part 
of their daily lives, enables them to 
capture the magic and project it. 


Calypso music has an easily duplicat- 
ed form, which is what we hear in the 
States. It’s good listening — and en- 
joyable — but until it’s heard in its 
own environment, with all the natural 
color, the full impact cannot be realized. 

To put it simply, I love Calypso, as 
well as all styles of music — including 
Rock and Roll — when they are gen- 
uine, when they are believed and felt. 
The only reason I mentioned “environ- 
ment” above is not because island back- 
seoungs are necessary to have genuine 

alypso, but simply because that is 
where Calypso music is truest. 

I suppose I become slightly dismayed 
when a “true” music style is dilu or 
distorted for commercial reasons.

He was astounded when 
he heard her terrific voice and kept her 
singing until she had gone through a- 
bout twenty numbers. When she was 
through, he said, “Why haven’t I heard 
from you before? You’ve got real tal- 
ent.” He felt pretty sheepish when Joy 
replied, “Mr. Talmadge, I’ve been call- 
_ing you for two years.” 

About a week after her informal 
audition took place, Joy was busily at 
work helping her mother clean up the 
house.
